| fam Body heat controls the frequency of a tiny wail, transmitter which is cap- 
able of sending signals across North America. Developed by the Communications 
Systems Division of RCA, the eleven ounce transmitter and antenna fits into a 
shirt pocket. When it is to be used, the operator places a miniature metal 

container, linked to the transmitter and containing frequency-determining xtals 

| under his arm. At this area of the body, a high degree of temperature stability 
exists ~ vital to frequency control. Success of the long-range transmitter is 
based on using the stable high-frequency skywave medium for extremely narrow 
bandwidth reception.

Do you have a fire-extingvisher in your shack? Many hams do not, and yet for 

a very small investment you can possibly save hundreds of dollars of damage 

to your equipment. Fire-extinguishers are much like insurance ~ 80 long as 

you don't need it, it's money spent for nothing, but then when the need arises 

it becomes an excellent investment. 

Today there are many inexpensive but very effective extinguishers available, 
ranging from a plastic squeeze bottle containing a dry powder agent to the 
most sophisticated C02 bottles. Carbon Tetrachloride extinguishers are not 
| recommended, particularly for use in confined spaces, since this agent rel- 

eases phosgene gas when in contact with extreme temperatures and this gas 

is often responsible for liver damage when inhaled.

SSB signal cleaniiness The most common cause of unclean signals is over- 
driving. This can result from setting the audio gain too high, or the IF gain 
in an SSB exciter, or by faulty ALC circuit, or too much dependence on ALG 
with a high gain control setting. Use of an audio compressor ahead of the SSB 
exciter will do more to avaoid generation of spurivus products than will ALC, 
whose adjustments can change with lcading or frequency. 
A recomme¥ded way to check for signal cleaniiness is to play high fidelity music 
into the transmitter {be sure that the dummy jioad can’t radiate itsi) and listen 
to it on your own receiver. With any “ear" at all, distortion will be apparent, 
and much more so than on voice.

Operating keyers A keyer, when mastered, is a pleasure to copy, but fer 
stations can claim this mastezy.The acest common flaw, and the most devastating, 
is lack of proper spacing between Jetvers and words. Specing should be closely 
monitored. 

You cannot become proficient with a keyer if you keep changing speeds; find one 
that suits you and don't change speede unless absolutely necessary.
